Th is is contrary to our 
first exp ectations, based on th e routine 
th e oth er units h ad gone th rough , and 
1 do not know wh y th ey h ave made us 
th e excep tion. Th e series of ch anges 
h ave been so frequent since leaving j (jav 
St. Louis th at to stay in one p lace a 
week seems a long time. Th e wh ole 
trip h a« been like a vacation, so far, 
with out even th ose worries of looking 
after tickets and baggage wh ich usual­ 
ly accomp any a vacation trip .

least anxious to get more p ermanently

Boy and girl stu- 
lents, fired with the zeal of new Rus-

rev olution as they pass to and from 
their offices.

At all the portals stand grim sol­ 
diers, with bay onets fix ed.
